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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claims 4, 8, 12, 16, 20 and 24 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: the claims do not contain a period (after the table). Claims must begin 
with a capital letter and end with a period. MPEP 608.01 (m). Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 4, 7, 8, 11, 12, 15, 16, 19, 20, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 

distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The exact 

meaning of the phrase "...characterized substantially by [emphasis added] ..." is 

unclear. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear why claim 1 1 teaches that the 
benzenesulfonic acid salt of sertraline is characterized by a powder X-ray diffraction 
peak at an angle of 20 of 19.8 degrees, yet the table of claim 12 (a more complete list 
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of the powder X-ray diffraction peaks of the benzenesulfonic acid salt of sertraline) does 
not list such a peak. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by US 6,723,878 B2. The reference teaches the 10-camphorsulphonic acid 
salt of sertraline (column 3 line 37). Instant claims 23-25 are included in this rejection 
since these limitations are intrinsic to the salt of the prior art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 5, 6, 9, 10, 13, 14, 17, 18, 21, 26 and 27 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
